Tre discussion on the merits of the 
Peacs River country has drawn forth 
yolumes of testimony as to its resour- 
ces from ali parts of Canada. The 
eurrent issue of the Daily Colonist,

Now, I swouid like 
that.ma3n (or men)—it makes no differ- 
ence who he is or where he comes 
from or who he is emgloyed by,—to 
g2 with m2 back into Ontario and 
farther back into what is known as 
Upper Canada, forty-five years ago 
and see ff there was any frost there. 
I say yes, because ! know. of what 1 
am talking and can get thousands to 
back m2 up. I nave seen fail wheat 
from the first to the twelfth of Juiy, 
fields of it frozen and only kere and 
ihere, on little nolls, where we could 
get from two to six sheaves of ,wheat 
that would not be frosted. Why? Ee- 
cause it was above where the surface 
water was ana not properly tilled or 
drained. The same thing existed with 
our fruit. Does ths frost bother now? 
No; because the farmer has learned by 
hard iknocks many years ago. When 
he ptepares his sii well and  under- 
drains it, he has gcod returns and 
the better he does it the beiter re- 
turns he gets. Then go a little later 
on into the head of Lake Superior. The 
same: thing existed ‘here. Then far- 
ther on Into Manitoba, twenty-six or 
twenfy-ceven yeare ago, when somany 
were’ leaving. They could not even 
raise* their seed. Were there summer 
frostg? Yes; only a few spots escap- 
ed, "tle keigkts.or knolls. What was 
the @ause? The want cf proper till- 
age. How did they get it? By hard- 
earnef experience. What is it to-day? 
The franary of the world. Then the 
Northwwest—-Okanagan. The very same 
thingj cx:sted there. Go with me from 
Edmonton, a distanc> cf about 2,009 
miles; to Dawson. Five years ago. it 
was jookaxl upon as a place of no 
vegetstion, and in fact, reported that 
a ma needed a fur coat summer and 
winter. el have seen as good wheat, 
oats, jana tariey and timothy, as well 
as alf classes of vegetables, grown 
therejas can be grown in any fart 


of Canada or the Western States, and 
far perior in flavor. 

I have 
seen #¢heat which was good, and have 
been Acquainted with many who have 
fivea -here and am curprised that any

Details of the recent expeditions of 
the Vladivostock squadron teil the 
story of the heroic death of the Jap- 
arese soldiers on the Kinshiu Maru. 

The squadron, consisting of the ar- 
mored cruisers Rossia, Rurik and 
Gromoboi, and the protected cruiser 
Bogatyr, put to sea at daybrenk on 
April 23rd. The Rurik returred the 
following day, but the others procecd- 
ed to Gensan, Corea, and hove to off 
the town during the morning of April

The Russian commander promptly 
signalled in reply: “Stop instantly.” 

The crew of the transport then re- 
cognized their mistake and began to 
lower boats and steam pinnaces with 
the greatest haste and en:teavored to 
escape. But the Russian steam cut- 
ters captared them all. 

On board the transport were four 
Hotchkiss guns of 47 millimetres. At 
the outset it looked as if no one was 
left on board, but on examination it 
was found that the eabin was locked 
and barred. Therein the Russians 
found. six infantry officers, who sur- 
rendered without resistance and were 
taken on board the Rurik. In another 
part of the ship 139 infantrymen who 
refused to surrender were found. 

Admiral Yeszen, whose ship was 
about 1,6)0 yards away, ordered his 
men to leave the transport. The Jap- 
anese soldiers then opened fire and 
weunded a Russian coxswain. After- 
wards the transport was sent to the 
bettom by means of a mechanical 
miné and a few shells. 

The Japanese on board did not cease 
firing and made no attempt to save 
themeelves, although they had a 
launch in which they could have left 
the transport. The fire of the Jap- 
anese actually continued until the 
waves closed over the ship. 

The transpert had on board not 
only ammunition, but 2,006 tons of 
coal for Admiral Kamamura. 

The prisoners numbered 183, inelud- 
ing 17 officers. Altogether 2i9 pri- 
soners were tuken by, the Russian 
squadron, landed at Vladivostock, and 


immediately despatched by train to 
Nikolsk. 
It was reported af the time the 


Russian cruisers were returning to 
Viadivostock, that a Japanese fleet of 
ten vessels was also making for there 
it failed to reach Vtadivostock
